Burger apparently worked with Myers in Stratford (Connecticut) beginning inn 1779 ( He fled New York City during the British 
Occupancy). Upon his return to New York City in 1784 Burger announced (The New York Paquet and The American 
Advertiser, January 1, 1784, p.4): 

As he carried on business but a few months before the evacuation in 1776, his friends and the public had not an opportunity of 
knowing his abilities; but he doubts not that he will be able to give general satisfaction, having since had five years experience 
with that noted and proficient mechanic Mr. Myer Myers. 

N.B. He regulates all gold coin, and gives cash for old gold and silver.
